On  the  first  page  of  the  Chicago  Tribune’s

John  Klen,  35-year-old  city  clerk  of  Whit¬ 
ing,  Ind.,  started  his  single  series  with  189, 
due  to  two  splits.  He  came  back  with  245  and 
then  hit  seven  consecutive  strikes  to  score  253

Remember  when  we  took 
our  hash  and  buns  like  men;  when  town  days 
were  scarce  and  when  professors  didn’t  play 
golf? 
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Describes  War  in  China 

Horrors  of  the  war  in  China  were  described 
by  Father  William,  C.P.,  in  a  letter  to  his 
former  classmate,  Ed  Ernst,  ’10-’13,  president 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  Alumni  Chapter. 

Father  William  is  remembered  on  the  St. 
Joe  campus  as  Lawrence  Westhoven,  ’11-’13. 
He  writes: 

“Here  in  the  interior,  (Chihkiang,  Hunan, 
China)  we  have  been  bombed  twice  by  Jap 
planes.  Both  raids  occurred  in  November  — 
18  bombers  each  trip.  I’m  telling  you  an  air 
raid  is  a  thriller!  It  was  the  airport  the 
‘dwarfs”  were  after.  And  they  hit  it,  too. 
Jap  troops  have  entered  Hunan  Province  in 
the  northeast  corner.  It  is  extremely  doubtful 
whether  they  will  ever  cross  over  and  enter 
this  mountainous  section  of  the  Province. 
But  their  air  force  will  give  us  plenty  to 
think  about. 

“During  November  I  opened  an  emergency 
hospital  and  the  first  patients  were  the  air 
raid  victims.  What  ghastly  schrapnel  wounds 
they  had!  And  then  came  the  refugees  — 
110,000  of  them  to  this  district.  Right  now 
(January  10,  1939)  I  am  busy  putting  up  sheds 
to  house  a  quota  of  them.”

Wilfrid  J.  (Butch)  Ullrich,  ’21-’25,  of  Auro¬ 
ra,  Ind.,  has  four  sons  he  hopes  to  send  to  St. 
Joe.  He  is  pharmacist  and  manager  of  Ull¬ 
rich’s  Drug  Store.  After  leaving  St.  Joe,  Butch 
played  some  football  at  Notre  Dame  and  was 
graduated  from  that  University  with  a  Ph.C. 
in  1929.  He  is  active  in  Aurora.  Right  now 
he  is  holding  his  third  term  as  president  of 
the  Aurora  Commercial  Club  and  is  a  trustee 
at  St.  Mary’s  Church.  He  did  some  Scout 
work  and  held  four  or  five  offices  in  the  Knights 
of  Columbus.  He  is  at  present  District  Grand 
Knight.  During  his  spare  time  he  covers  three 
counties  for  United  Press  and  is  Aurora  cor¬ 
respondent  for  the  Cincinnati  Enquirer.

Our  baseball  team  won  its  first  two  games 
and  then  dropped  one  to  Butler  11-9. 

The  fellows  defeated  Indiana  State  7-5  and 
Eastern  Illinois  4-3.  Winning  pitchers  were 
Joe  Leugers,  of  Maria  Stein,  O.,  and  Maurie 
Gutgsell,  of  Jasper,  Ind.  It  was  the  first  time 
either  kid  had  pitched  in  a  college  ball  game. 
Dick  Cody,  the  Louisville  Slugger,  has  gotten 
three  hits  out  of  four  times  at  bat  each  game. 
He  has  a  home  run  and  a  couple  of  triples  to 
his  credit. 

We’ll  get  another  crack  at  Butler  May  4  at 
Indianapolis.  And  after  that  comes  Xavier 
University,  May  10,  at  Cincinnati;  Indiana 
State,  May  13,  here;  Wabash,  May  18,  at 
Crawfordsville;  Manchester,  May  22,  at  North 
Manchester;  Ball  State,  May  25,  here. 


When  kick-off  time  comes  around  again  we 
are  going  to  introduce  something  new  in.  foot¬ 
ball,  the  “pivot  huddle.” 

We  are  trying  it  out  in  spring  practice  and 
we  find  it  snaps-up  the  game;  makes  the 
quarterback  an  absolute  dictator;  eliminates 
the  chance  of  linemen  not  hearing  signals;  de¬ 
creases  effort  and  pleases  the  spectators  with 
its  grace  and  rhythm. 

While  the  St.  Joe  quarterback  calls  signals, 
his  linemen  will  stand  with  their  backs  to  their 
opponents.  From  this  position  they  will  be  able 
to  watch  the  lips  of  the  quarterback  and  so 
be  more  certain  of  hearing  the  signals  cor¬ 
rectly.  And  in  this  position  a  quarterback 
cannot  be  “heckled”  by  ten  other  players  as 
he  frequently  is  in  the  standard  huddle  sys¬ 
tem.  There  is  no  walking  to  the  huddle  and 
walking  from  it;  and  so  time  and  effort  are 
saved. 

When  the  quarterback  calls  his  final  signal, 
linemen  pivot  in  unity  until  they  face  their 
opponents  and  then  they  crouch.  The  backfield 
men  step  backward  and  space  their  positions 
according  to  the  formations  called.  This 
rhythmic  motion  has  a  certain  amount  of 
aesthetic  beauty  in  it  that  pleases  the  spec¬ 
tators.  The  entire  team  pauses  momentarily 
and  then  the  ball  is  snapped.
